ARMOR PLATE TESTED AND ACCEPTED. 


Carnegie Product Aggregating 315 Tons 
Passes Muster at Indian Head. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., March 11.— The Navy 
Department accepted 815 tons of Harveyized 
nickel steel armor, nearly half of the side 
armor for the battleship Oregon, made by the 
Carnegie company, as the result of a trial of 
an eighteen-inch plate at Indian Head today. 
The plate received two shots from a twelve- 
inch gun. The first was fired at a velocity of 
1,465 feet per second and emashed to pieces 
on the face of the plate, which was scaled a 
little at the point of contact, but was not 
cracked. The second shot had a velocity of 
1,926 feet. This penetrated nine inches and 
then broke up, but it cracked the plate from 
top to bottom. plate, however, was pro- 
nounced to be of 22 quality. A trial was 
also made of a smali chase-gantt piate, com- 
posed of cast steel back, faced with high 
chrome steel, also cast. A six-inch shot was 
fired at the plate with a velocity of 2,100 
feet. The shot was broken up, but plate 
was badly cracked and a corner was broken 
off. The makers of the plate professed satis- 
faction with the test. 


MAIL-WRIGHERS TO BE APPOINTED. 


Four Hundred Men Needed in Western 
3 and Northwestern States. 

Wasurincron, D. C., March 11.—The Post- 
office Department is now making more than 
400 appointments of mail-weighers in IIIi- 
nois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, In- 
dian Territory, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North 
Dakota, and Montana. The department reg- 
ulates its payments to the railway companies 
which carry the mails in bulk by a periodical 
weighing, which requires good judgment, care, 
accuracy, and an intelligent understanding of 
the general scheme of transportation.

Dividends from Corporations Doing Basi. 
ness in Foreign Countries Are Taxable. 
Wasuineror, D. C., March 11.—The Treas. 

ury officials have made an important ruling 

in respect to the liability under the income 
law of dividends received from corporations. 

It is held that dividends received by a resident 

of the United States from corporations, for- 

eign or otherwise, doing business wholly with- 
out the United States and having their prin- 
cipal office and property out of the United 

States, must be returned asincome. Such 

corporation not being liable on its net profits, 

the dividends must be returned as income by 
the persons receiving the same.

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STRONG ARGUMENT BY EDMUNDS 
AGAINST THE INCOME LEVY. 


Be Declares Inspection of Books Is an 
Invasion of Rights and That Deputy 
Collectors Are Not Legitimate Officers 
The Fact That Appeal to the Courts Is 
Denied Impressively Dweit On—Ear- 

pest Plea for Equality of Taxation=— 

Whitney Speaks for the Law. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 11.—Assistant 
Attorney-General Whitney resumed his argu- 
ment in sustaining the income tax law before 
the Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day. He contended the limit of $4,000 fixed 
by the law was not class legislation. Con- 
cerning the exemptions allowed to certain 
corporations the Assistant Attorney-General 
said it was most surprising that this was set 
up as a ground for invalidating the tax. He 
saidthe Supreme Court had already over- 
ruled the coiitention that the taxation of land 
values and rentals as made by the income tax 
was invalid. The State taxes were against 
the land and not against the individual, but 
the income tax was not against the land but 
merely against the total income of the indi- 
vidual. That this income came in part from 
land was merely an incident. The income 
tak is in no sense a land tax. It is not on 
groes income from land or other sources but 
on net income. Mr. Whitney took up the 
claim that the Federal Government cannot 
tax municipal and local securities held by in- 
dividuals, as, for instance, bonds issued by 
New York City. He said it had been decided 
in the case of Bonaparte against the State of 
Maryland that a State could tax bonds of the 
City or State of New York, If the State 
could exercise this power why could not the 
Federal Government do the same. : 

Mr. Edmunds, counsel against the tax, then 
spoke quietly and in,a conversational tone, 
much as he did when d leading figure of the 
Senate.. He stated the contention of his cli- 
ent against an invasion of his rights and an 
inspection of his private books and papers. 
If there was a constitutional provision pro- 
tecting the individual it was the rock upon 
which the contention against this tax was 
based, Mr. Edmunds read from the Consti- 
tutron as to the protection of private rights. 
These provisions, he said, were trite, and yet 
it seemed necessary in these days with such 
legislation before us, to recall these constitu- 
tional bul warks against an invasion of private 
rights. In a question of this gravity he 
would feel disposed to ask the court not to 
pursue precedents and fit them to this sub- 
ject matter, but to go back and rule upon the 
entire subject, so vital to sustaining private 
rights. The worst tyranny of history was 
that which came in the guise of a tax, 

Invasion of Court Rights. 

He spoke of the action of Congress in en- 
dea voring to take away from the "courts the 
right to appeal for protection, as was the case 
in the income tax law. He did not think the 
time had come when there should no longer 
be an appeal to the courts from the acts of 
Congress. It would be beyond the function 
of the Congress to pass an act that would strip 
the courts of their rights, and this was just as

true as to the rights of the citizen as to-cthose 


in 

He cri many 

of the law providing for the 
collection of tax, and pointed 
out that it left no room for resort or appeal 
to the courts, but left to the revenue rs 
the adjustment, who, he said, were not only 
the final judges but the inquisitors as well. 
„It is true, he said, “ that these returne are to 
be regarded as confidential, but how are we 
to know that they will always be so treated. 
It is not possible they may be so treated. Is 
it not possible that they may be handled, for 
instance, like the confidences of the United 
States Senate? 


Cites the Hilton Case. 


Mr. Edmunds then reviewed the case here- 
tofore decided which has been referred to in 
the previous argument, and analyzed the 
points involved at length, He was referring 
to the Hilton case, involving tax on car- 
riages, when Chief-Justice Füller called his 
attention to the fact that Mr. Hilton had an 
unusual number of carriages—-125 as he re- 
membered, * Unusual in numbers, yes, Mr. 
Edmunds asserted, but he possessed them 
as many persons possess virtue and grace. 
He asked the court to overrule its former 
decision on the income tax as given in the 
Springer case. Let us,“ he said, ** come 
back to the true rule of the Constitution. We 
are to expect gradual and infinitesimal de- 
partures from the line marked out by tne 
Constitution, and we may depart further and 
further fram it until at last, like the mariner 
after a storm or the traveler in the wilderness 
after the stars again come out, we are compell- 
ed to readjust our course in the new light that 
is given.“ Heargued that the last Congress 
had overstepped the limits of the Constitution 
in imposing this tax. It becomes,” said 
Mr. Edmunds, “an interesting subject of 
speculation as to how long the government 
can last under a system which allows those 
who pay nothing to tax their fellow-citizens.”’ 

Justice Harlan asked Mr. Edmunds if he 
had formulated a definition of the difference 
between a direct and indirect tax and he re- 
plied he had, saying a direct tax was a tax on 
any kind of property and upon persons, not 
in respect of property in existence, acquired 
or to be acquired, not on a calling on the im- 
portation of goods, but in respect to the 
things which belong to the existence of prop- 
erty ; while an indirect tax included all the 
rest, as referred to in the Constitution under 
the head of duties, imposts, and excises, 
which would be heavy or light on each person 
depending upon his will. 

„Do you not,“ asked Justice Brown, re- 
gard a tax that is paid by a person himself as 
a direct tax!“ and Mr. Edmunds assented, 

Asked by Justice Shiras to give u definition 
of the excise, he quoted Jacobs and Samuel 
Johnson, where the latter says it is a ** hate- 
ful tax collected by wretches. Justice 
Harlan suggested that the definition wouid fit 
his (Mr. Edmunds) idea of the income tax, to 
whieh Mr. Edmunds replied it did in part. 

Mr. Edmunds closed with a plea for equal. 
ity in taxation. He declared it to be the mis- 


sion of the Supreme Court, the tribunal of 
last resort, to correct such mistakes and iaade 
a 
equality and uniform justice, even if in doing 
so it became necessary for it to reverse a 
former decision.

Its course bas 
been like the course of true love, Enemies 
have tried to suppress it, and as an alterna- 
tive Mr. Chambliss, after many legal battles, 
has rescued his proof-sheets and half-iones 
from San Frencisco’s publishers and is nego- 
tiating with Chicago and New York publish- 
ers with a view of immediately producing the 
work in its original form. 

Mr. Chambliss in his book makts a bold 
attack upon what he designates as the mush- 
room aristocracy; in a word of his own coin- 
age, parvenuecracy.“ The writer says he 
does not believe that merely because of great 
wealth a son should have high social posi- 
tion. It is blood that tells. When Mr. Cham- 
bliss, with an honorable ancestry, saw San 
Francisco society several years ago he decid- 
ed to improve it. first delved into the 
deepest depths and then accused his rival, 
Edward M. Greenway of the Friday Night 
club, of taking commissions on everything 
that was used at the parties, receptions, and 
balls that he presided over.

They said some of 
their best customers were being roasted. 
Then followed a series of lawsuits: the recov- 
ery of the proofs and plates and damages, and 
the young author, amid the thunder of com- 
plimentary press notices, departed for Chi- 
cago. He will have hig book out in a month, 
he says, and will then startle San Francisco 
with its contents. A reporter for Tun Tris- 
ung found Mr. Chambliss at the Auditorium 
yesterday. 

I am on my way to New York,” said he 
„Ido not think that I shall have any trouble 
in gettmg my book published here or in New 
York. I made the mistake in San Francisco 
in going to the largest and most fashionabie 
printing establishment in the city. Several 
of the people that I speak of in my work suc- 
ceeded in learning that they were being 
touched up and brought so much influence to 
bear that not only did the publishers refuse to 
complete the book but tried to keep both 
manuscript and some sixty half-tone plates, 
I had to go to law to recover my property and

Mr. Chambliss Sas born in Claiborn Coun- 
ty, Miss., in 1865, He comes of a family of 
military people.

LA TOURAINE ARRIVES AT LISBON, 


Chicago’s Passenger Contingent Enjoys the 
Pleasure of the Passage. 

Lisnon, Feb, 138.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. ] La Touraine, the French line steamer 
which left New York Wednesday afternoon, 
Feb. 6, for a two months’ cruise of the Medi- 
terranean, reached this port today. The voy- 
age fregm New York to Lisbon was unevent- 
ful. Beyond the ordinary cases of seasick- 
ness nothing happened to detract from the 
pleasures of the passage. La Touraine left 
New York on one of the coldest days that city 
has seen for some years. By noon the follow- 
ing day the weather had moderated toa de- 
gree that made outdoor promenades a pleas- 
ure, and the next morning the voyagers found 
themselves ina balmy atmosphere, so warm 
that it would have taken but a little dry land 
and a 1 imagination to pick oranges. 

The first five days out from New York were 
exceptionally rough. La Touraine ran into 
the wake of a very severe storm, and for three 
days the vessel roiled in a manner that ma- 
terially augmented the misery of the unfor- 
tunate mortais to whom life was already ono 
horrible dream. After leaving the Azores 
smoother water was encountered, and the run 
from the islands to Lisbon was made through 
ripples. 

The Chicago people on board are enjoying 
themselves to the full extent the law allows. 
Chicago has a larger representation than any 
other city, about one-fourth of the passengers 
coming from Cook County. The Chicago 
contingent numbers fifty-three. Some of the 
women of the party suffered severely from 
seasickness as long as the sea was rough, but 
as soon asthe ship struck smoother water 
they recovered rapidly and now all are in bet- 
ter health than they were when starting. Miss 
Celia Cudahy is quite the life of the ship. 
Her musical genius was yuicely discovered 

by her fellow-passengers and it hag served to 
lighten the tedium of travel not a little. 

A concert was given the evening of Feb, 12 
in the main salon. Wolfe Londoner, ex- 
Mayor of Denver, Colo., was master of cere- 
monies. Mrs. Fred Pardridge of Chicago 
captivated the ship’s company with her mag- 
nificent voice.

Then there came a moment’s rest, broken 
only by the soft whispering of a violin; then 
the whole orchestra broke forth and the 
strains of America rose to the sky and 
floated across waters that were s to 
it. Therecamea whisper, then a rumbie, then 
a shout, that swelled into a cheer, 
drowned the notes of the orchestra and shook 
the French flag that floated at the masthead.

AMUSEMENTS. 


The Mankman, by Hall Caine, is inferior 
to the author's picturesque and powerful 
work on the Isle of Man, which in its aramat- 
ic form was known as ** Ben-My-Chree,” and 
in its story form as “The Deemster. In 
his second novel Mr. Caine tried to repeat tho 
success of the former, and, indeed, he has 
touched the popular heart, both in England 
and America, the book being one of the most 
widely read of the present year. Mr. Wilson 
Barrett, in roughly hewing the story into the 
meiodrama now given at the Schiller, has not 
reproduced the atmosphere of the original, 
though he has made a play which will be 
found touching by those who bring more 
heart than taste to the considera tion of the- 
atrical productions. 

The main idea of The Manxman”’ is the 
betrayal of the trust of a friend—a rough 
fellow named Pete Quilliam—by his friend 
and social superior, Philip Christian, who 
leads astray the girl committed to his guar - 
dianship. Americans who are acquainted 
with Nathaniel Hawthorne’s great study of a 
eoul’s remorse, The Scarlet Letter, will 
find “The Manxmaa”’ in either of its two 
forms a piece of homespun compared with a 
piece of satin. The majority, however, will 
not perceive Mr. Caine’s obligations to the 
American romance, nor will they mind the 
somewhat raw and obtrusive sentimentalities 
which obtrude themselves in Mr. Barrett’s 
adaptation. . 

The first act is suggestive of the familiar 
story of John Aiden and Priscilla, inasmuch 
as Pete, the rough farm laborer (enucted by 
Wilson Barrett), employs his more cultured 
friend Philip Christian to intercede for him 
with the father of his inamorata. Cwsar 
Cregeen, the father of Kate Cregeen, the 
heroine, is a strongly drawn character in the 
book, though it has been somewhat cari- 
catured in be ng transplanted to play. He 
isa canting hypocrite, who, while running a 
public house and selling gin, is constantly 
employed in quoting Scripture and training a 
church choir in the neighborhood of his bar. 
Mr. Cregeen indignantiy rejeets the proposal 
of his own servant to marry his daughter; 
and Pete therefore sails away to make his 
fortune after gaining the contingent consent 
of Kate Cregeen to an engagement, and after 
swearing his friend Philip to guard the girl 
during the enforced absence.

The principal value of The Manzman 
as a play is in the presumable veracity of the 
picture of life and manners it presents ina 
unique spot in the world—the Isle of Man. 
The peasants there are of the old Gaelic race 
which has been unadu:terated as it has been 
in Ireland and Scotland. Tie inhabitants 
preserve many antique customs which con- 
trast strongly with their neighbors in Great 
Britain, and they have a dialect extremely 
reminiscent of the Irish, while the religious 
aspect of the people is edly puritanical. 
Cesar/ Thompson, the pious pubtican, is a 
queer hybrid in characterization which is 

vite new to the stage. Mr. Barrett has evi- 
pao * copied the peculiar accent of Pete 
Quilliam from a painstaking observance of 
the life. In its fatuous blindness this charac- 
ter will be more sympathetic to the English 
than to American patrons of melodrama, be- 
cause this clase here is more acute in wit than 
the corresponding English | class, and is 
naturally impatient with such incarnations of 
dense stupidity as one finds in the hero of 
„ The Manxman.’’. Mr. Barrett's impersona- 
tion was respectable in general, but not intense 
in the manifestation of feeling. 
Kate Cregeen of Miss Maud Jeffries 
had more emotional warmth, especially before 
the disagreeableness of the role counteracted 
the little pathos it had. Both Mr. Barrett and 
Miss Jeffries are not innocent of incoherency 
in delivering rapid speeches. Philip 
Christian of Mr. Horace H was imme- 
turein appearance and in fourth act, 
during the most trying passage, was marked 
by rant. No severe demands are made on 
other members of the company, except, per- 
hape, on Mr. Ambrose Manpding, who jent 
positiveness and color to the hypocritical 
publican, The scenery of * The Manxman” 
is tasteful, giving the spectator frequent 
breezy glimpses of the encircling sea.

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Mr. Otis Skinner’s Shylock, which was pre- 
sented at the Grand Opera-House Sunday ev- 
ening, was of twofold interest. It not only 
served as the medium of the enjoyment which 
must spring from a well-interpreted Shaks- 
pearean character; it also afforded an index 
by which the young actor’s development dur- 
ing one year as an independent actor could 
best be determined. 

Mr. Skinner’s interpretation of the Jew has 
been seen on only one earlier occasion in 
Chicago. It was presented at a Sunday even- 
ing benefit at Hooley’s Theater in November, 
1893. when Mr. Skinner was the leading man 
of Mme. Modjeska’s company, There were 
no new laurels to be gained by the eminent 
Polish actress as Portia, so it is to be sup- 
posed that the production was attempted in 
order to afford Mr. Skinner new opportuni- 
ties. How well they were fulfil was 
noted in these columns at the time. 
Mr. Skinner’s Shylock proved itself wortay 
of careful critical study. With one notable 
exception it was worthy to rank with the best 
interpretations of Shylock that have been 
seen on the Chicago boards in the last dozen 
years. It was ciearly the result of dee 
thought and careful comparisons, . 
the interpretation was independent of preced- 
ing and coexisting models. It was conspic- 
uous for its good taste, forceful in its an- 
alysis of character, pathetic in the 
vestiges of dignity it gave to the representa- 
tive of a fallen race. Mr. Skinner’s Shylock 
came very near satisfying both the eye and 
the understanding. 

The Shylock which the same actor pre- 


sented Sunday evening has changed little in. 


the essentials, but it has developed uoticec- 
bly in ite sureness and subtlety. Where be- 
fore there were evidences of uncertainty it 
‘now gives the ring of authority. Mr. Skin- 
ner costumes the character picturesquely, but 
as would be expected of a rich money-lender 
on the Rialto. Shylock wears a tan-colored 
gaberdine over which is thrown a brown 
cloak trimmed with fur. A black skull cap 
covers his sparse gray hair, and his gray 
beard ie thin and parted. The expression is 
piercing and mal nt. 

The scene with Tubal before the house was 
one of the most forcibiy rendered in the play, 
but why did not Shylock go into the house in 
his search for Jessica? he hath not a Jew 
eyes speech was delivered with extreme ve- 
hemence, but its dramatic effect was not lost 
in what for amoment threatened to become 
extravagance. In the Court of Justice scene 
Mr. Skinner’s Jew was eminently successful 
in that it did not stand for a mere avaricious 
money lender. It was the pathetic spectacle 
of a hounded representative ofa persecutéd 
race. In thisscene Mr. Skinner makes the 
mistake of us the trite business of having 
Gratiano thrust him to the floor. The inci- 
dent appeals to the galleries, but many will 
reflect that the dignity of the Court of Venice 
should be maintained. Mr. Skinner’s final 
exit was finely effective. 

The remainder of the company ‘is by no 
means adequate to The Merchant of Ven- 
ce.“ Mise Truax could realize Portia only 
in intervals, which is wholly insufficient. 
Frederick Mosley was a satisfactory Bas- 
sanio, It should be noted in ing that the 
excisions of the Prince of Morocco and the 
Prince of Aragon’s speeches from the casket 
scene is an excellent arrangement. R. Peyton 
Carter’s Launcelet Gobbo was an excellent 
bit of low comedy acting. The Jessica of 
Mies Maud Durbin was engaging, but other- 
wise the east was conspicuously deficient, As 
a repertory play it was well set and the inci- 
dental music was pleasing.

A BILL TO INCORPORATE POLITICAL 
PARTIES,  . 

There will come up soon on second reading 
in the House a bill the title of which is To 
Regulate Primary Elections,’ but which 
might with more propriety be described as a 
bill to convert political organizations into 
close corporations. . | 

This bill provides that every political party | 
which has more than 5 per cent of the total 
number of persons voting at the preceding 
election must get incorporation papers from 
the Secretary of State. When organized each 
party will have a State Central committee 
made up of a member from each Congres-

election to be held eight weeks prior to the 
next general election and to hold office for 
four years, Its duty is to conduct the po- 
litical policy of the party for the State at 
large and to settle matters of controversy 
which may arise as to the party policy.“ A 
party must also elect a Congressional, Coun- 
ty, Senatorial, City, and Ward committee, 
each to have charge of matters in its own 
bailiwick. | 

In every ward or township each party must 
organize at least one club, Any person over 
21 who will sign a pledge that he will main. | 
tain the principles of a particular party can | 
become a member of its club. No person 
can vote at the primary election held by any 
organization unless he has been a member of 
some one of its clubs for fifteen days before | 
an election. | 

A member can leave the club voluntarily |

Charles Frederick Worth, the famous men. 


milliner and dGressmaker, is dead, having 
passed on to that far country where his serv. 
ices will not be in request, a victim of the 
dread influenza now raging so virulently in 
foreign capitals. By his death the gay City 
of Paris, where he has reigned without a rival 
since Eugénie’s time, will lose one of its most 
prominent fascinations for female tourists. 
Scarcely any woman of wealth or fashion has 
deemed her tour in foreign parts a complete 
success unless she brought beck with her 
gowns, hate, or other articles of coatume de- 
signed and executed in his studio, In some 
respects he resembled the late Ward McAllis- 
ter. He was an arbiter elegantiarum. As an 
artist, however, he was clearly superior to 
McAllister. The latter knew, none better, 
what men and women should wear, what, de- 
signs were graceful, and what fits were per- 
fect. Worth knew all this, and not only knew 
it, but he could conceive the designs and then 
execute them. To this extent he was an art- 
ist, and he was supreme in his realm. The 
woman who thought she knew what she want- 
ed better than he did not have her gown made 
by him. There are other men dressmukers. 
but they have not reached his heights. It was 
only necessary to have the stamp of Worth 
upon one’s gown in order to secure universal 
respect and envy. Probably in his long ca- 
reer he turned out many dresses that were no 
better than those designed and created by 
others, but this made no difference so long as 
it was known they were produced by Worth.

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PROBABLE OHANGES TO BE MADE 
IN THE BPISOOPAL CANONS. 


Joint Commission Appointed by the Gen- 
eral Convention Has Submitted Its Re. 
port in New York on the Propesed Re- 
vision=Detalils of the Important Alter- 
ations in the Constitation - Richard 
Mansfield Secures Harrigan’s Theater 
and Will Call It the Garrick,” 

New Tonk, March  ¥1,—[Special.]—The 
joint commission appointed by the general 
convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America to revise the 
constitution and cangns of the church has 


submitted a report, which was made public 


today. The commission, presided over by 
the Rt.-Rev. John Williams, Bishop of Con- 
necticut, comprised in addjtion six Bishops, 
six priests, six laymen, and a priest as Record - 
ing Secretary. 

Twenty-eight days have been devoted to the 
work of revision. Among the changes sug- 
gested are those which do away with the gen- 
eral convention and make the great legislative 


body of the church the general synod; the 


provision for the election of a primus to take 


the place of the presiding Bishop; the ex. | 


changing of the title of assistant Bishop for 
that of Bishop-coadjutor, and the uniting of 
contiguous dioceses into a province, 
each province to have a’ primate to 
be elected by his colleagues. The 
revised constitution also reduces the aumber 
of presbyters and laymen in the House of 
Deputies from four to three each. The re- 
vision provides that there shall be a general 
synod, consisting of the House of Bishops and 
the House of Deputies, to sit separately. The 
House ot Bishops is to be composed of every 
Bishop of the church — „* jurisdiction, 
every Bishop-voadjutor, and Bishops whose 
resignation of jurisdiction shall have been ac- 


one 

‘he House of Bishops shall elect by a ma- 
jority vote from its own number a primus, 
to be its presiding officer, who shall hold of- 
fice for life, unless he resigns or be removed, 
The church in each diocese which shall have 
been admitted to the general synod shall be 
entitled to be represented in the House of 
Deputies by not more than three presby- 
teries and three laymen. A majority of the 
dioceses entitled to representahon shall be 
represeated by clerical deputies, and also a 
majority of the dioceses so entitled shall be 
represented by lay deputies, to constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. On 
any question the vote of the majority of the 
deputies present shall suffice, unless the cler- 
ical or lay representation from any diocese re- 
quire that the vote be take by orders. 


For General Synod Meetings. 


The General Synod is to meet the first 
Wednesday of October in every third year 
after the a yee 1898, at such place as shall be 
appointed by the synod; and if there shall ap- 
pear to the primus sufficient cause for chang- 
ing the place soappointed he may appoint 
another place for such meeting. Specia 
meetings may be called in accordance with 
canonical provisions. It is to be the supreme 
legislative authority and shall have power to 
enact canons of discipline, and exclusive 
power to enact canons defining the offenses 
for which Bishops, presbyters, and deacons 
may be tried and determining the penalties. 

he court for the trial of a Bishop is to be 
composed of Bishops only. On questions of 
doctrine a final appeal may in all cases be 
taken to the House of Bishops. No one buta 
Bishop shall pronounce sentence on any Bish- 
op, presbyter, or deacon. No diocese or prov- 
ince shall legislate in regard to.doctrine or 
worship. The diocese and missionary juris- 
dictions are to be united into provinces by the 
General Synod, Every province must include 
not less than five contiguous dioceses. 
Bishops of each province shall elect one of 
their number to be primate of the province, 

Decrees Concerning Bishops. 


No one shall be ordained and consecrated 
Bishop until he shall be 30 years of age, nor 
without the consent of the majority of the 
Bishops of the church. A Bishop may not re- 
sign his jurisdiction without the consent of 
the House of Bishops. There is also a pro- 
vision that in every diocese there shall be a 
standing committee — by the conven- 
tion of the diocese. n is a Bishop 
in charge of the diocese this committee shall 
be his council of advice, and when there is no 
such Bishop it shall be the ecclesiastical au- 
thority of the diocese. 

In case a diocese shall be divided into two 
or more dioceses, the Bishop of the diocese 
divided may choose the diocese to which he 
will be attached, and shall thereupon become 
the diocesan thereof. The General Synod 
may accept the cession of a part ot the terri- 
tory of a diocese when the Bishop and con- 
a of adiocese shall propose such ces- 
sion. 

The articles referring to the qualifications 
for ordination and consecration, the Book of 
Common Prayer, and future amendments to 


the constitution contain no inpovations.

SHIPS THAT HAVE PASSED, 


Some of the Vessels of the American Navy 
That Went Down Forever. 

Boston Advertiser: Since the last great 
storm swept across the Atlantic it has become 
reasonably certain that more than one vessel 
has been swallowed up in the waves. In some 
instances the fate of the lost vessels has been 
learned from the wreckage seen by passing 
ships; 
since men first began to go down into the 
deep in ships, that an apparantly stout, 
stanch vessel has set sail gayly from port 
only to vanish as completely as if her voyage 
had been outside of the solar system. Even 
the American navy has suffered such losses, 
that are today and perhaps always will 22 an 
unsolved mystery. 

The first important loss of this kind was 


that of the 16-gun man- of. war Saratoga, one 


of the few ships that composed the American 
navy 116 years ago. The loss of the Sara- 
toga was in itself a story that might well 
attract the notice of a writer of fiction, as 
it occurred at the close of what promised 
to be a signally successful cruise. The 
Saratoga sailed from Philadeiphia early in 
the autumn of 1780 and in October captured 
tbree vessels bound from Jamaica to New 
York. Returning toward Philadelphia with 
her prizes the Saratoga sighted the British 
man-of-war Iatrepid, and being clearly out- 
matched escaped by putting off to the east. 
Her prizes were recaptured by the British and 
she herself disappeared utterly from human 
ken. 

Just about twenty years later the United 
States frigate Insurgent, carrying thirty-six 
guns, sailed from the Chesapeake 7 under 
orders to cruise between longitudes 66° and 
68° west and to go no farther south than 30° 
north. It is probably within that very tract 
of the ocean that the Saratoga was lost, and 
it was regarded as significant by some of the

FOUR STORIES OF FIOKLE FORTUNE 


A Rich Bordeaux Merchant, a London 
Miner, a Foolish Young Man, and a Count, 
The newspapers within a day or two have 
told interesting stories of the fate of three 
large private fortunes, says a cable in the 
New York Sun. Each episode might make 
the hasis for a striking drama. The first is 
altogether charming. A rich Bordeaux mer- 
chant died intestate without direct heirs. His 
fortune of 22,000,000 francs bas just been 
distributed among a large number of humbie 
French families and distant relatives of the 
deceased man who never saw him. Among 
the beneficiaries are two barbers, a cooper, a 
shoemaker, and several la borers. 

The second story is in the blackest con- 
trast. It tells of the fate of an old man long 
known as a wiser, who kept a little cigar 
shop in London. The shop was closed for 
several days, and finally it was entered by the 
police, who found the owner almost naked 
and frozen to death. There was no food nor 
fuel in the place, but on shelves were found 
several large tin cans, usually holdmg souff, 
filled with gold sovereigns. Complete search 
revealed money and securities amounting to 
$150,000, The dead miser had no known 
relatives. 

The third story is that of a foolish young 
man who inherited a fortune of $3,500,000. 
He recently spent within a period of two or 
three weeks no less than $435,000 for jewel- 
ry. He is now sumg one of the best known 
Bond street jewelers, from whom he bought 
the stuff, on account of alleged overcharges 
to the amount of $85,000. Joseph Tasker is 
the young spendthrift’s name, and among 
the trifles which he testified to buying 
from the persuasive canvasser for 
the jewelers were the famous 
Agra diamond at $75,000, seven large 
brilliants at $150,000,a beautiful bow brooch 
— „ the Stafford collection of col -

SHE SAYS THEY SWINDLE THE CITY. 


Civie Federation Inspector Paul Makes 
4 Charges Against Contractors, 

Mrs. A. E. raul, the Civic Fedoration’s in- 
spector, says the Sixth, Twenty-ninth, Thirti- 
eth, and Thirty-first Wards are indescribably 
fültny, an she practically charges the con- 
tractor or his deputies. with swindling the 
city, and attributes the boldness with which 


it is done to the fact that the contractor, M. 
Harrington, is a half-brother of one of the 
‘ Aldermen of the Twenty-ninth Ward. Here 
is what she says about Mr. Harrington and 
his alleged work: 

The work was continued by the same man that 
had the contract, M. Harrington, or supposed to 
be, but this whole thing is a fraud. Virtually 
Mr. Harrington is not the contractor and there 
has been no work done. It is the custom at this 
season, between the contracts, for the old con- 
tractor carrying on the work to keep the number 
of teams required to do the work, while the city 

uts in a team or two with extra men enough to 
40 any extra work in the alleys. In these four 
wards the “management” has taken ad- 
vantage of the department by ro 
quiri an extra number of teams 
furnished for them. Be that much short them- 
setves, the city has done the work and tbe man- 

ment is credited for the teame. It is diffi- 
cult with the arrangement of the work in these 
wards to tell exactly by any documents what has 
been done. Harrington has his own dump, 
manned by his own men, who attend to the un- 
loading, and the tally sheet is also kept by a 
man of his own recommendation. This tally 
sheet is the only en | the department has of 
keeping any account of. bow the work is being 
done except by the inspector appointed by the 
Mayor, and in these four wards, with one ae: 
tion (the Sixth), they know less about their wa 
than the Superintendent himself. 

The supposed - to contractor is a half- 
brother of one of the Aldermen of the Twenty- 
ninth Ward, so he has the whole business under 
his control. In the report made in December, 
1894, your inspector estimated the work in the 
Twenty-ninth Ward would require seven teams 
and Thirtieth Ward ten teams; the tall 
sheets returned from the dump of this contractor 
for January and February show that the Twenty- 
ninth Ward registered seven teams with loads 
weighi precisely the same for twenty-seven 
days in January. One day there was one more 
team with precisely the same load and three days 
three less teams. 

The Thirtieth Ward registered ten teams, each 

trying precisely the same load the thirty-one 
ays in January. with the same corresponding 
nerease decrease—a most peculiar state 
of affairs. It would seem these seventeen 
different drivers were eligible for positions 
in a Wime museum, to carry precisely 
the same loads thirty-one days in succes- 
sion. The most peculiar circumstance 
is that only two teams have been sighted in the 
Twenty-ninth and three in the Thirtieth—the 
number placed there by the department—and al- 
most no garbage or asbes has been removed. The 
— in the wards are literally full; everything 
in way of receptacies is running over, the 
alleys are piled high, and the residents -of the 
ward are furious at their neglect, and as abso- 
lutely helpless to improve their condition as 
your inspector bas been to assist them. Ove 
forty complaints have been received at the con- 
tral office of the Civic Federation from the Thir- 
tieth Ward alone up to Feb. 23 in that month, 
which have been promptly reported at the depart- 
ment. Fhe inspector has seemed to treat them 
as a joke; the heads ofthe department referring 
to the tally sheet felt there must be an error in 
the complaints, until by personal ifispection I 
vouched for them myself and proved to him the 
tally sheet was machine work. as its regularity 
would almost prove. That there are men on the 
city pay-rolls from these wards who do not work 
one hour for the city, we have proof, and the in- 
penjare never go over their wards and are 
utely ignorant of their condition we also 
W. hen these men are so disloyal to their 
employers what can be e of contractors 
like this one, that go in systematically to rob 
the city. The money vaid this contractor, 
especia tng oy January, 1895, really belongs to 
the city, or its teams have done what little has 
been done in the scavenger service, and the 
paid the inspectors. something like $500, 
bsolutely thrown away, for théy have 
known what was going on. or failed to 
inform their chief.

FREIGHT SHIPMENTS ARE IMPROVING. 


East-Bound Roads Make a Good Showing 
Rate Cutting Is Alleged. 

Notwithstanding theclaim made by the offi- 
cers of the Central Traffic Association that 
cast-bound freight rates are now well main- 
tained, itis quite evident from last week’s 
statement of east-bound through shipments 
that considerable rate cutting was indulged 
in last week. It is generally admitted that at 
regular tariff rates but little freight would go 
forward at this time and shipments would 
show a material decrease against thecut rates 
which itis admitted were made previously. 
Instead of a decrease last week’s statement 
shows an increase of nearly 7,000 tons in 
east-bound shipments over the week previ- 
ous. If rates are now better maintained, as 
is claimed, the next statement is certain to 
show it by the resulting decrease. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, Ind 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
pon and for export by the various Central 

raffic Association roads for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to 57,641 tone, 
against 49,191 tons for the week previous, 
and 70,063 tons for the correspondi week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
14,012 tons, against 8,328 tons last year; 
; grain, 30,265 tons, against 50,765 tons; 
provisions, 13,364 tons, against 10,970 tons. 
The percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 4.2; 
Big Four. 6.8; Chicago and Erie, 9.6; Chica- 
go and Grand Trunk, 14.1; Lake Shore, 
10.9; Michigan Central, 5.4; Nickel-Plate, 
25.2; Pan-Handle, 4.8; Fort Wayne, 9.9;

FIGHT FOR-INDEPENDENT RECEIVER. 


Oregon Short Line Case Up for Hearing at 
Portland, Ore. 

Portuanp, Ore., March 11.—The hearing 
was begun in the United States Circuit Court 
before Judge Gilbert on application for an 
independent receiver for the Oregon Short 
Line and Utah Northern railway. This bear- 
ing is on the application of the American 
Loan and Trust company for the appointment 
of a receiver independent of the Union Pa- 
cific interests. The Union Pacific receivers
